At  this  time  of  Lasell's  126th  an- 
niversary, all  private  colleges  and 
universities  are  being  challenged 
by  rising  costs,  changes  in  the 
economy  and  diversified  objec- 
tives and  priorities.  Now,  more 
than  ever,  support  derived  from  an- 
nual solicitation  is  counted  on  to 
help  Lasell  to  meet  these  chal- 
lenges. 

On  January  12,  1977  the  initial 
Annual  Fund  appeal  was  mailed  to 
Lasell  alumnae,  parents  and 
friends.  To  date,  more  than  $44,000 
has  been  realized  from  this  initial 
appeal,  with  alumnae  contribu- 
tions (from  714  alumnae)  now 
standing  at  58.6%  of  their  pro- 
jected target.  Bequests,  matching 
gifts  and  the  generosity  of  parents, 
alumnae  clubs,  trustees  and 
friends  of  the  college,  have  helped 
the  fund  attain  its  present  total. 

Lasell  is  charged  with  the  duty 
of  developing  young  women  who 
can  communicate  effectively, 
assume  responsibility  and  make 
wise  decisions.  This  is  a  costly 
undertaking  and  it  cannot  be 
financed  soley  by  fees  and  en- 
dowments. The  College  must  de- 
pend on  the  additional  income  that 
annual  giving  provides  to  help 
meet  these  growing  needs.  In 
order  for  Lasell  to  maintain  its 
tradition  of  providing  quality 
education,  we,  again,  look  toward 
those  who  have  already  gained 
from  the  College's  heritage  —  and 
to  those  whose  sense  of  involve-

TOUR  GUIDES: 
A  POSITIVE  PART 
OF  ADMISSIONS 


Surveys  taken  during  the  past 
two  years  show  that  it  was  an  alum- 
na who  first  suggested  Lasell  to  a 
prospective  student.  Once  here 
these  dedicated  Lasell  women, 
called  Tour  Guides,  solidify  the 
alumnae  referral. 

This  year  approximately  20 
students,  both  freshmen  and 
seniors,  are  acting  as  Tour  Guides, 
spending  up  to  seven  or  eight 
hours  a  week  in  this  capacity, 
depending  upon  their  schedules 
and  available  time. 

In  most  instances,  the  prospec- 
tive student  visiting  Lasell  for  the 
first  time,  would  like  to  see  more  of 
the  campus  and,  after  her  interview 
with  the  Dean  of  Admissions  or  an 
Admissions  Counselor,  she  and 
her  parents  or  other  members  of 
the  family  are  taken  on  a  tour  by 
the  current  Lasell  student  who  is 
working  with  the  Admissions  Of- 
fice as  aTour  Guide. 

The  average  tour  takes  about  45 
minutes,  according  to  the  guides, 
and  includes  visits  to  the 
classroom  buildings  and  labora- 
tories, the  Brennan  Library,  the  Ed- 
wards Student  Center  and  dor- 
mitories. A  special  point  is  made  to

There  were  1100 
of  us  at  that  reunion,  which  was 
very  thrilling  to  me  as  the  Air 
Force  Museum  at  Wright-Patter- 
son Air  Force  Base  has  on 
display  many  of  Ted's  choice 
mementoes,  including  the  750  lb. 
cast  bronze  and  gold  eagle  that 
was  over  Hitler's  office  in  the 
Reichs  Chancellry  and  which  Ted 
had  willed  to  the  museum,  along 
with  a  description  of  how  he  had 
rescued  it  for  history.  The  Rus- 
sians have  the  other  Eagle,  but 
no  one  knows  where  it  is  now. 
The  museum  and  the  1100  8th 
A.F.ers  gave  me  quite  an  ovation 
on  my  arrival  there.

On  November  7,  1976  more  than 
125  friends  were  present  at  the 
home  of  President  and  Mrs.  Griffin, 
to  witness  the  presentation  of  the 
Cavilierto  in  the  Order  of  the  Stella 
della  Solidarieta  Italiana  to  Lydia 
Solimine  Kavanagh,  Chairman  of 
Lasell's  Foreign  Language  depart- 
ment. The  award  is  the  highest 
form     of     recognition     bestowed 


upon  a  civilian  by  the  Republic  of 
Italy. 

The  presentation  was  made  to 
Mrs.  Kavanagh,  on  behalf  of  Italy's 
President,  by  Franco  Faa  di  Bruno, 
Counsul  General  of  Italy,  and  was 
awarded  for  Mrs.  Kavanagh's  "con- 
stant, active  and  generous  par- 
ticipation in  the  various  activities 
of  the  Italo-American  community 
of  Boston". 

She  is  a  well  known  lecturer 
on  Italian  culture  and  folk  lore,  ap- 
pearing before  groups  and  organ- 
izations throughout  the  state  of 
Massachusetts. 

Mrs.  Kavanagh  is  a  resident  of 
Stoughton,  Massachusetts,  and  a 
graduate  of  Wellesley  College 
where  she  earned  her  B.A.  and 
M.A.  Over  the  years  she  has  taught 
evenings  at  Quincy  Junior  College, 
taught  Italian  at  Wellesley  College 
and  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Lasell  faculty  since  1951.

TUITION 
INCREASES 
A  COLD  HARD 
LOOK 


In  early  March  Lasell  reluctantly 
announced  it  was  forced  to  raise 
its  tuition  by  $100  for  the  coming 
academic  year.  To  quote  Frank 
Thompson,  Education  Writer  for 
the  Boston  Herald  American,  "In- 
creasing college  tuitions  now  rank 
with  death  and  taxes  as  one  of  the 
certainties  of  life." 

According  to  AICUM  (the  As- 
sociation of  Independent  Colleges 
and  Universities  in  Massachu- 
setts), a  study,  conducted  over  the 
past  dozen  years,  shows  that  the 
rate  of  rise  of  cost  in  higher  educa- 
tion is  double  the  rate  of  rise  in  the 
cost  of  living.  In  the  face  of  such 
inflation,  Lasell,  like  many  New 
England  colleges,  has  been  forced 
to  re-examine  its  fee  schedules  — 
and  take  necessary  action. 

As  reported  by  Thompson  in  an 
article  appearing  in  the  Boston 
Herald  American  on  January  30, 
1977:  "The  principle  causes  (for 
tuition  boosts  for  the  1977-78 
academic  year)  are  the  extremely 
cold  weather  of  this  winter,  the 
high  cost  of  heating  (Lasell's  fuel 
consumption  was  50%  higher  this 
year  —  ed.)  and  the  continuing  in- 
flationary spiral. 

"Another  factor  is  the  increasing 
cost  of  government  regulations  in 
the  education  area."* 

In  trying  to  keep  up  with  inflation 
and  rising  energy  rates,  college 
trustees  and  administrators 
throughout  the  New  England 
states  are  struggling  to  keep  fee  in- 
creases in  line,  and  while  Lasell 
was  able  to  hold  its  increase  at 
$100,  many  of  the  neighboring  in- 
stitutions have  been  forced  to  in- 
stitute increases  of  much  more. 

"Yale  has  announced  an  in- 
crease of  $525  for  tuition,  room 
and  board.  Boston  University  has 
recorded  a  seven  percent  increase 
in  full-time  tuitions;   Boston  Col- 


lege voted  an  increase  from  $3175 
to  $3420. 

"Emmanuel  College  is  boosting 
semester  tuitions  by  $5  per  credit; 
Lesley  College  tuitions  will  go  up 
$200  and  room  and  board  will  be 
raised  by  $190.  Regis,  Simmons 
and  Wheaton  are  all  expecting  in- 
creases."* 

None  of  the  announced  tuition 
increases  have  been  arrived  at 
without  a  great  deal  of  discussion, 
study,  and  soul-searching  on  the 
part  of  administrators  and  trustee 
boards.  There  is  the  desire  on  the 
part  of  all  concerned  to  keep  the 
cost  of  higher  education  in  line, 
but  in  the  face  of  this  past  long, 
cold  winter,  these  increases  —  like 
death  and  taxes  —  are  a  cold,  hard 
fact  of  educational  life.

by  parents  and  prospective  stu- 
dents. Lasell's  Tour  Guides 
bring  a  fresh  and  enthusiastic  ap- 
proach to  the  campus  visits. 
Remembering  their  own  visit  and 
tour,  they  can  anticipate  questions 
and  the  visitors  interests  and  con- 
cerns. The  guides  have  been  en- 
couraged to  talk  freely  about  the 
College    and    to    ask    questions 


themselves.  Though  the  guides 
have  been  prepared  to  deal  with 
routine  questions  about  the  dif- 
ference between  "houses"  and 
"dorms";  the  different  programs 
offered  by  the  College;  the  Col- 
lege's social  life  and  the  op- 
portunities for  involvement  in  cam- 
pus activities;  their  obvious  liking 
for  the  school,  their  great  joy  in 
showing  off  their  campus  and  their 
own  example  of  involvement  bring 
a  special  touch  to  each  tour.  Judg- 
ing from  the  response  made  by 
visitors  at  the  conclusion  of  their 
tours,  the  guides  are  doing  a  fine 
job  of  presenting  the  College  to 
the  public.
